Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-23 are allowed.

The prior art of record fails to clearly teach or fairly suggest the features of obtaining raw 
diagnostic information fro one or more DSL source utilizing a high-layer protocol, as stated in 
the Applicants' remarks on page 5, last paragraph, and substantially described and connected to 
the amended independent claims 1,10 and 18.
